A push for more Mpls. police officers 


Chief and mayor hope to persuade council that force is overtaxed.

Minneapolis Mayor Jacob 
Frey and Police Chief Medaria 
Arradondo say they believe 
hiring more police officers will 
drive down crime and improve 
community relations. 

Now the mayor is facing a 
new political fight to persuade 
the City Council to add more 
officers after a campaign in 
which several candidates mused 


publicly about the possibility of 
a city without police. 

Frey and the chief are con- 
vinced that police are overtaxed 
and that it’s hurting their rela- 
tions in the community. 

“You can’t have a positive 
relationship if you arrive to a 
call 30 minutes late and then 
rush off to another 911 call with- 
out ever building a positive rap- 
port,” the mayor said. 

Frey, who pushed for expand- 
ing the city’s police force as a 


council member, sat down with 
Arradondo recently to discuss 
budget priorities and raised the 
possibility of reaching his prede- 
cessor Betsy Hodges’ four-year 
goal of growing the department 
to 901 officers as early as this year. 
“Were going to be increasing 
it from there,” said Frey, adding 
that he wanted to free up officers 
from having to respond to only 
911 calls, instead moving some 
from patrol cars to foot beats.

High court 
declines to 


intervene 
on DACA

WASHINGTON - The 
Supreme Court declined on 
Monday tostepintoalegal battle 
over the fate of the “Dreamers” 
under President Donald Trump, 
effectively extending a tempo- 
rary reprieve to young undocu- 
mented immigrants shielded 
from deportation and providing 
Congress more time to come up 
with a legislative solution. 

The high court rejected 
the Trump administration’s 
unusual request to bypass an 
appellate court and review a 
lower court’s injunction that 
has blocked Trump from termi- 
nating the Obama-era Deferred 
Action for Childhood Arrivals 
(DACA) program. 

The lower court said the 
nearly 700,000 people already 
in the program may continue 
to apply for renewals of their 
work permits indefinitely 
beyond a March5 deadline that 
Trump had set for most of them 
to expire. The administration is 
not required to accept any new 
applicants for the program. 

Even as immigrant rights 
advocates hailed the news,

Ina sign of mounting frus- 
tration with Minnesota’s men- 
tal health care system, more 
than 100 people packed a For- 
est Lake City Council hear- 
ing Monday night to support 
a controversial psychiatric 
residential treatment center 
for children and adolescents. 

“We desperately need mental 
health facilities in this state and 
around the region,” said Marisa 
Gotsch, whose adult brother 
never received adequate treat- 
ment as a child for his mental 
illness and is now committed to 
a state mental hospital. 

Despite the show of support, 
the proposal faces an uphill 
battle. Council member Mara 
Bain cited concerns that young 
patients would be housed near 
a residential neighborhood, 
two schools and a YMCA. 
“People want to know ... will 
[the patients] be able to walk 
around the community? If they 
are a threat to themselves or 
others, what does that mean?”

Scot Peterson has been called 
a coward and worse for failing 
to act during the massacre that 
killed 17 people at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School. 
The criticism intensified Mon- 
day as President Donald Trump 
blasted the deputy and other 
officers who were there, saying 
they “weren't exactly Medal of 
Honor winners.”
